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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: upon further review, the Yamasaki*s BRQ was generated based 
on a DMA transfer request (col.3, lines 15-35), the BRQ was taught in the prior art (see col. 1 , lines 64-67, col. 2, lines 1-10) to output a high pulse 
signal after one machine cycle from an inverted low pulse signal, therefore, the BRQ was a combined output of " plurality of pulse signals'* as claimed 
(see also the plurality of pulse signals in fig.4 BRQ). As to the teaching of Tsuboi, Tsumoi was not just directed to dividing the packets of data , it diii 
count the number of the packets (see col.23, lines 40-47), As to the pulse not being the same as a clock, applicant is kindly reminded that unclaimed 
feature can't be used to overcome the prior art (e.g. see CCPA In re Lundenberg & Zuschlag, 1 13, USPQ 530, 534 (1957)). For example, nowhere does 
applicant claim recite that pulse is not a clock , or the like. Therefore, the rejection set forth in the Final Action on 08/04/04 has been maintained. 
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
